Late blight, a fungus disease is 
threatening Pennsylvania's tomato 
crop. Dr. R. S. Kirby, extension 
plant pathologist at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State college, reported today. 
The blight, found only recently on 
Pennsylvania potatoes, has since 
spread to tomatoes as happened last 
year when it caused extensive losses, 
Dr. Kirby stated, adding that a 
further spread of the disease wili be 
dependent upon the weather. 
Disclosing that losses to tomato 
growers in 1946 from late blight 
ranged up to IOO per cent. Dr. K ir­
